A disastrous fire laged all yesterday j 


afternoon In the snow aheds of the 
Southhern Pacific 
railroad 
on both 


aides of Blue Canyon on the western 
slope of the mountains west of True- 
kee. 


The facts as to the oilgin of the fire 


and the damage done aie meager. But 
It is given out on good authority that 
the fire bioke out in the forenoon yes- 
terday ana that it -was not gotten un- 
der thorough contiol until midnight 
last night 


A dispatch to The Journal from Sac- 


ramento by -nay- of Portland, Helena, 
Montana and Salt Lake City states 
that at five o'clock last afteinoon the 
fire was in a measuie considered undei 
control 
At that time the fiie had de- 


stroyed 2 500 feet of snowshed 
and 


railroad track. 


The same dispatch, stated that men 


and material weie being xushed to the 
scene of destruction as rapidly as pos- 
sible and that through trains would 
be running by nine o'clock this morn- 
Ing 


The local office did not receive any 


Information until aftei one o'clock this 
morning 
All west bound trains are 


held at Reno 


All telephone and telegiaph 
wiies 


are down between Reno and San. Fian- 
cisco

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, Sept. 9—A 


camper's fire started one of the worst

The investigation of the killing of Her- 
man Neustraus by Julian Neuhaus has 
brought out some startling facts and 
may lead to the discoveiy of one of the 
most biutaU muiders in the history of 
the State 


The fiist Indications were that the 


killing was in self defense and the 
maHer was aboxit to be hushed up at 
that but the later developments in- 
dicate an entite difteient state of facts 
If the developments prove true mur- 
der in the first degree will be charg- 
ed and an exciting prosecution will 
result. 


It is now stated on good authoiity 


that the victim was slain in a bed- 
room of the, Owl saloon of which Neu- 
hauo In the propiietor and that the 
body was afterwards dragged to the 
barroom whei e the alleged killing was 
first reported to have taken place The 
crime is chaiged to have been com- 
mitted by the shooting of the deceased 
by Neuhaus, and since there were no 
witnesses to the affair the n«w devel- 
opmgnts have caused much comment 
which Is -adverse to Neuhaus, the ac- 
cused.
